AN ACT to incorporate the Wisconsin walercure institute.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

Secrron 1. Henry Steigleder, Englebert Scherer
and Gottfried Nachtsheim, and such other persons as
ghall hereafter become associated with them, and their
successors, are hereby created a bedy corporate and
olitic, by the name of the * Wisconsin watercure in-
stitute,” with perpetual succession, and by that name
shall have all the privileges and immunities incident to
a corporation. They shall be capable in law of con-
tracting and being contracted with, of suing and being
sued, defending and being defended, in all courts and
places. They shall be capable in law of purchasing,
holding, selling, leasing and conveying estate, either
real, personal or mixed, so far as the same may be
necessary to carry out the objects and purposes of the
said corporation. They may have a common secal, and
alter the same at pleasure.

Secrron 2. The said corporators shall have power
and authority to make all necessary rules, regulations
and by-laws, to associate with them and to nominate
and appoint such offizers and persons as may be neces-
sary to carry out the objects and promote the useful-
ness of said institute, and shall be empowered to vacate
any of such offices and appoint their successors.

SectroN 8. The said institute shall be located at
Milwaukee, and the purposes of the same shall be the
treatment and cure of diseases by means of hydropathy..
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SectioN 4. This act shall taks cffect and be in force -
from and after its pussuge.

private and local laws of the year 1832, entitled “an act to
amend an act entitlel ‘an act to incorporate the Wolf river

boom company,’ and to repeal chapters 101 and 540 of the private
and local laws of the’ year 1856.” .

The people of the stute of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ale and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioN 1. Said boom company are hereby author- Farther power
ized and empowered to construct, maintain and keep psr:
a boom or booms on the Wolf river or any of its bay-
ous, for the purpose of storing logs, timber or other ar-
ticles or materials, at any point or points between Lake
Poygan and section soventeen (17,) town twenty-two
(22) north, and range fifteen (15) east; and shall also
be empowered to make a cut across what is known as
“ Ox-bow bend” on said river, above the village of
Northport, in the county of Waupaca, for the free pas-
sage of boats, rafts and cribs of all descriptions ; and
shall also be empowered to boom the said Wolf river at
the head and foot of said cut: provided, that said
booms shall in nowise interfera with the freo navigation
of said river. And it is farther provided, that the said
boom company shall put in the above mentioned booms
in a substantial manner, and shall be held liable for
any damage that the owners of logs may sustain from
their neglect to keep their boomns in proper repair ; and
said company shall hang all necessary booms for stor-
ing and rafting logs within the limits of their jurisdic-
tion. '

Secrron 2. Owners of logs or timber shall drive Whers logs &c.
